EARTHWORMS. 


VET THEY HAVE CUT QUITE A FIG­ 


URE IN THE WORLD’S HISTORY. 


Th® W orm ITss N o Ky®s an d N o 8«n«e o f 


H < ar1n |, b ut t n A*n*!tlv® to Btrong L ig h t 


and V ib rations o f Sound—O bject» o f A n ­ 


tiq u ity Pr®»«*rv**d b y R a rth w o n n s. 


Tho common earthw orm , despised by 
man and heedlessly trodden nnderfoot, 
fulfills a part in nature that would seem 
incredible but for the facts revealed by 
the patient i ud long continued researches 
of Darwin. “ W orm s,” says D arw in, 
“ have played a more im portant part in 
tho history of tho world than most per­ 
sons would at first suppose. ” Let us 
follow Darwin and roe how this appar­ 
ently insignificant creature? has changed 
the face of nature. We w ill first consider 
tho habits and m odoof lifo o f tho earth ­ 
worm. As every one knows, the worms 
live in burrows in the Superficial layer 
of the ground. They 
live anywhere 
in a layer of earth, provided it retains 
m oisture, dry air being fatal to them . 
They can, on the other hand, exist sub­ 
merged in w ater for several months. 
They livocbieily in the superficial mold 
loss than a foot below the surface, hot 
in long continued dry w eather and In 
very cold seasons they may burrow to a 
depth of eight feet. 
The burrows are 
lined by a thin layer of earth, voided 
by the worms, and end in sm all cham ­ 
bers in which they can turn round. 
The burrows ure formed partly by 
pushing away the earth, but chiefly by 
the earth being swallowed. Largo quan- 
tiea of earth are sw allow ed 
by the 
worm s for the sake of the decomposing 
vegetable m atter contained in it, on 
whh'h they feed. 
The earth thus sw al­ 
lowed is voided in spiral heaps, form ing 
the worm castings. In this case the 
worm obta’ns food and at the same 
tim e excavates its barrows. 
In addition to the food thus, obtained 
half deoayed leaves are dragged into tho 
burrows, m ainly for food, but also to 
plug the m ouths of tho burrow s for the 
sake of protection. Worms «re also fond 
of m eat, especially fat, They w ill also 
eat the dead bodies of their relatives. 
They are nocturnal in habit, rem aining, 
as a rule, in the burrows during the day 
gud coming out to feed at night. 
The earthw orm has no eyes, but is 
affected by strung light jf exposed to it 
for some time. It has no sauso of hear­ 
ing, but is sensitive to the vibrations of 
sound. 
The whole body is sensitive to 
touch. 
There appears to be some sense 
of sm ell, but this is lim ited to a certain 
articles of food, which are discovered 
by the worm when buried in earth, in 
preference to other bodies not relished. 
The worm aopears to have some degree 
of intelligence from the way in w hich 
it /^raws the leaves into its burrows, a l­ 
ways jm lging v'.ififh iff the best end to 
draw them in by. This is ram arkable in 
»0 jowly organized an anim al, being a 
degree of intelligence not possessed by 
m any anitasis *»f fpore complex organi­ 
zation. 
For instance, the aut ¿at, often 
be seen dragging objects along traversely 
instead of taking them the easiest way.

tion of worm* found, tq which uotipq 
th®ir preservation was m ainly duo. The 
sinking of thp foundations of old build­ 
ings is due to the aetiuu of worms, aucj 
no building is safe from this unless tin* 
foundations- are laid 
lower than the 
level at which the worms can work— 
nam ely, about eight feet below the sur­ 
face. 
Another useful offset priwiueed by 
worms is the preparation of the soil for t ¿tatwd 
the grow th of seedlings. By their agency 
tho soil Is periodically sifte»l and expos­ 
ed to the nir, and in this way is able to 
retain m oisture and absorb soluble sub­ 
stances of use for the n u tritio n of plants.

H er Story 1» V ery A n cien t »nd A p p tw » 
In Sacred H indoo Hook». 
The story of C inderella is substanti U- 
ly the sanm as that told of Rhodoyia 
and Psam m itichns by Elian, who lived 
in Rome in the third century of the 
C hristian era. 
Tho story, as told by 
Elian, is that w hilo Rhodopis was bath ­ 
ing, nu angle carried away one of her 
sandals and dropped it near the feet of 
Psam initichns, king of Egypt, who, like 
C inderella’» prince, was struck by its 
dim inutive size, caused the m aiden to 
be sought for, and m arried her when 
found. 
Make the sandal a glass slipper 
and add the ugly sisters for the sake of 
contrast, and the stories are mnch the 
same. 
The glass slipper, by tho way, is 
an acknowledged fiction, being in real­ 
ity a m istranslation of “ pantoufle on 
v air” 
(a fu r slipper), and not “ eu 
verre. ” 
This, at all ovents, is w hat is claim ed 
by P errault in his “ Contes do F ees,” 
Both these stories have doubtless a com ­ 
mon origin, but it Is necessary to go 
further back in the history of the litera­ 
ture to find it—to a people who lived in 
n period compared w ith which that of 
even Elian is quite modern. It is in the 
Vedas, the four sacred books of the H in ­ 
doos, th at the origin is to be found. 
A fter w hat has already been said, It 
w ill not bo surprising to learn that C in­ 
derella is g daw n m aiden, her sister» 
being the powers 
of darkness, whq 
compel her to w ait upon them , keeping 
her hidden from sight, The dawn m aid­ 
en breaks from her bonds, and cap ti­ 
vates the «’in, rem aining w ith 1dm for 
tt time. But she cannot linger w ith him 
in the heavens; she oan rem ain only 
until a certain hour. 
Once she lingers 
too long, and, hurrying back, leaves on 
the path she has taken a token of her 
visit in the form of a fleecy chrud, 
^*hich had boruo her aloft when she left 
the regions of darkues^. Tfie sun, (jeter 
mined to find her, sends out fiis ^iniij, 
saries (the rays of light), but does not 
pu4 her pint.il she appears before him as 
the evening tw ilight.
